1. Attached is a forwarding memorandum for your signature and an 
interim assessment of foreign reactions to US non-proliferation laws and 
initiatives. It was drafted primarily within the Office of Regional and 
Political Analysis, with contributions from the Office of Scientific 
Intelligence and the Office of Economic Research, under my supervision. 
With your assent, I would propose (through the NSC Ad Hoc Group on Non~ 
Proliferation) that it be submitted as a classified attachment to the 
President's report to Congress called for by the Nuclear Non-Proliferation 
Act.

offered useful comments. As I mentioned the draft 25X1 
I provided in December did draw highly favorable reactions from Smith, 
Rathjens, et al.; Joe Nye, in contrast, objected strongly (and somewhat 
intemperately) to it when I saw him his last day in office. Since it was 
evidently controversial within State, I invested considerable effort in 

» eliciting detailed comments and contributions of new information from 
Joe, Tom Pickering's office, and Smith's office as well. Joe's comments 
were more heated than illuminating (see attached point-by-point analysis), 
but others were quite helpful ogame that Joe cited is a 25X1 
sober and thoughtful piece on policy. 


3. Smith's office is interested in making the finished paper 
available to Congress as a classified annex to the President's report. 
Pickering has asked to have another look at it before it is issued. T 
have told them that I was only considering that this assessment be 
proposed as part of the President's submission to Congress and that I 
would keep them informed of our plans.
